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ALBERTA CROP REPORT 
SHOWS GOOD PROSPECT 


FOR SOME FAIR YIELDS 


This Report Issued by Alberta 
Department of Agriculture 


Crop prospects from Athabasca 
south to*the U.S. boundary are much 
improved following the heavy rains 
of last week which centred in the 
north-central area, Edmonton report- 
ing highest official reading with 6.08 
inches which fell during a continuous 
storm on the 14th and 15th, and creat- 
ine an all-time rain record for the dis- 
trict, Athabasea and Red Deer report- 
ed 3.00 and 5.75 inches respectively. 
Rainfall to the south and east of this 
area gradually diminished, averace 
readings for the extreme south-east 
and north to Vermilion being in the 
neighborhood on one ‘inch. Storms 
were more local through this area 
hence considerable variation in the 
rainfall reported, Unfortunately these 
storms did not extend north to the 
Peace River district where conditions 
continue dry and rain is badly needed 
to insure even a fair crop. 


Previous to the recent rains, the 
crop outlook as a whole was the most 
discouraging for many seasons, In the 
drv areas of the south-east, total cron 
failure was almost a certninty, while 
in the better farming districts of the 
centre and north only half a cron or 
less was expected even with the ad- 
vent of some moisture. A serious 
shortage of hay and rough feed was 
anticipated, esnecially in view of con- 
siderable supplies being required for 
relief purnoses. 

A rather tense situation jis now 
rreatly relieved. Fair grain crons are 
almost assured in the better districts, 
with definite prospects of some sur- 
plus of feed to meet relief require- 
iments within the Province. Recent 
rains will insure filling of wheat and 
vields will henefit accordingly Grent- 
est benefit will be derived bv the 
later sown coarse grains which should 
now nroduce some good crons: same 
applies to all ereenfeed sowines.

| To Protect Children 


Great Britain Investigates Methods | 
Of Adoption Societies And 
Agencies 
Recommendations aimed at tight- 
ening control over the adoption of 
children in Great Britain were made 
recently by the majority of a home} 
office committee appointed to investi-| 


|'gate the methods of adoption 
societies and agencies, | 
After reviewing several cases of 


indiscriminate trafficking of children 
the committee suggested: 

Adoption organizations should be 
licensed by local boroughs or county 
councils; 

They should be forbidden to ar- 
range adoptions abroad by any 
foreigner, or to let a British subject 
take a child abroad until a magis- 
trate has granted, in open court, a 
license permitting it; 

They should insist that all adopt- 
ers apply to court for confirmation 
of the adoption after a probationary 
period; 
| Private arrangers of adoptions, 
parents and the adopters themselves 
should not be allowed to receive pay- 
ment without court permission 
all advertising by wlicensed 
should stop.
